For Dairy Cattle 


There has been a large crop of tur- 


nips raised, more I him can be sold on 
the market. The milk cows of Arkan- 
sas offer a good market for the bal- 
ance and will pay a good price for 
them. Pound for pound, the dry mat- 
ter of .turnips is equal to that found in 
corn or uny grain mixture when fed to 
the cows. This means that when grain 
i;: about $15.00 per ton, turnips are 
worth about $6.00 or ?8.00 per ton, de- 
pending on whether they are crisp or 
withered. Again they are about equal 
to silage in feeding value and silage 
ir, variously priced from ?G.OO to $9.00 
per ton, 


Turnips will replace one-half of the 


grain ration of a cow during the wint- 
er fBMEon, and she will keep up in milk 
flow. So wherever there arc more 
turnips than can be used for market- 
ing purposes, sell them to the cows. 
Farmers- buy hay and grain, why 
fhculd they not buy turnips and storp 
them accordiim to the instruction as 
outlined by J. S. Knox,

a continuation of a state highway in 
such a district.

Last November 


One year ago the second of No- 


vember there 
y/as 
delivered 
into 


Hempstead county 10 registered Jer- 
sey bulls from dams with butter fat 
records. 
These sires were 
placed 


about over Hempstead county, most of 
them in Bull Blocks, each bull so 
placed was owned by from 1 to 20 
different persons. It will be several 
years yet before the full valu,e of 
these animals can be determined, but 
their off-spring, which is being spread 
over ther county - will tell the story 
for many years hence. Calves are 
now being dropped which were sired 
by these animals, and the superior 
blood shows itself to a very marked 
deree. 


O. N. Barr of Hinton community re- 


ports that 56 females have been bred 
to their club bull to datq. If 25 of 
these calves are heifers and that say 
twelve of this number inherit the 
production characteristics from the 
sire this will represent, 
as shown 


from fiures prepared by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, an addi- 
tional profit to those farmers there 
of over $500 as a result of this ono 
year's useage. These 
sires will be 


tept in a community for a period of 


three years; then transfered to oth- 
er communities with the result that 
a community will have the advantage 
of these high bred sires for a priod 
"of from 8 to 10 years with one pur- 
chase price.
